A large party of Italian prisoners, captured during 
the Libyan campaign, have arrived in Sydney.. 


Among the prisoners are five medical officers, in- 
éluding a former professor of. surgery at Turin Univer- 


sity, and a priest. 


Anzac veterans of the Greek cam- 
paign acted as guards on the voyage 
from a Middle East port. . 

The Anzacs had been evacuated 
from Greece in a British destroyer. 

They volunteered .for service in 
the prison ship, believing would 
take them back to thelr unit. 

None of the prisoners is a Fascist, 
but were described by an Itallan 
oMcer as “King’s Men.”

The 
evident first need was for 
modernized “equipment. The Deve-

to ndminister. Blacksmiths were 
then invited to place orders with the 
codncil for oxy-ncetylene welding 
and cutting — plant,. drilling ond 
screw-culting machines. Nearly 300 
smiths have done so, the council 
having first nssured itself that. they 
could make full use of the machines. 

‘ss Expert Tuition 

The need for expert tuition in the 
use of the machines was also appar- 
ent; it was found that some binck- 
smiths who olrendy owned them 
were using then wrongly. The 
bureau Is sending instructors to the 
amithles. ‘To-day elght, instructors 
are at work, and eight more could 
be usefully employed; ‘progress is 
Umited only by the ability to provide 
Instruction quickly enough.

Agency System 
On the, matter of the agency sys- 
tem, the Report says: 
When a system of control neces- 
witatey the completion of long ond 
apparently complicated forms by 


of the community it is not surpris- 
ing that, in aid of applicants for 
permits, there ‘sprang up a multip- 
city of agents who, for a considern- 
tion, held themselves out us able to 
obtain permits expeditiously and 
with the minimum of trouble to the 
‘applicant. With such a litle gold 
mine in view It {s only natural that 
many of these agents were found to 
be corrupt and Inefficient, or that 
they should seck to cloals their in- 
eMeiency by attempting to bribe 
oMcers of the department, 2 

The Immigration Officer had no 
option but to recognize the fact of 
these agencies, He went further, 
rightly, we think, znd extended re~ 
cognition to some while bincklisting 
others. Troubles, however, still arose 
and Mr Forrest was at his wits’ end 
for a solution, : 

Mr Kobzan as from November 20 
had operated a photographic studio 
In the Immigration OMce (that was 
one of the recommendations of the 
Middlebrook report) and on Decem- 
ber 1 he applied for a monopoly: not 
only of the photographic work re- 
quired but also of the completion of 
application forms. That application 
was refused on Mr Forrest's recom- 
mendation. = 

On December 11 Mr Forrest had 
reconsider¢d the matter and strongly 
advocated the grant of a monopoly. 
The question was referred to the 
Governor in Executive Council, and 
the decision there taken was that the 
proposed long term monopoly should 
not_be granted, but that there would 
be “no objection to the, selection of 
n few authorized agencies by the 
method of tender on short term con- 
tracis. That was on December’ 24, 
1940, and Mr Forrest was present at 
the meeting of Council and furthr 
had the decision conveyed to him on 
December 27, 

An ngrcement having been exccut- 
ed and a banking account having 
been opened by Mr Kobza, the°one 
provision of the agreement which 
imparted some measure of financlal 
control on the operations of the 
pent was by parol agreement abro- 
gated. No auditors were appointed, 
no . accountant was available to 
countersign cheques, and they were 
In fact countersigned by Mr Kobza's 
seeretury, a indy in his pay and a 
very Intimate friend of Mr Forrest, 

We would ndd that before Mr 
Kobza was appointed general agent 
no tenders were called for, though 
that was clearly contemplated by 
Executive Council, the terms of the 
proposed ngreement were not sub- 
mitted to the Crown Solicitor, Gov- 
ernment's financial advisers were not 
apprised of the step contemplated 
nnd no security was taken from Mr 
Kosbza, : : 

+ Unauthorised Duties 


+ Mr Forrest has consistently argued 
that the General Agent is agent not 
for the Immigration OMecer but for 
the public who deal with him, and 
that therefore he handles no pubilc 
moneys, Government supervision of 
his accounts fs unnecessary, and he 
should not be called upon to give 
security for the due performance of 
his duties, Suffice it to say that In 
the course of the examination of Mr 
Kobza it transpired that Mr Forrest 
had authorised him to trsue tempor- 
ory permits without reference to Mr 
Forrest, This, we would point out, 
isa clear unauthorized delegation 
of thq dutics of the Immigration 
Officer, involves tho issue and 
recognition of n form of permit 
for which tho Ordinance makes 
no statutory provision and is 
open to every possible financlal ob- 
Section in that the permit forms are 
unnumbered, are not audit , forms, 
and have ever been submitted to 
Government's financlal officers for 
approval or examination, 

Of the whole matter of the ap- 
pointment of Mr Kobza as general 
agent we take n very grave view 
adverse to Mr Forrest. We cannot 
resist the conclusion that, having nd- 
voented the grant of o monopoly

rise to misgivings in Mr Forrest's 
heart, for Government on learning of 
the agreement might order him to 
terminate it. 

Tho supplemental agreement wos 
the remedy for any such unfortunate 
state of affairs. Wad can draw no 
other conclusion from Mr Forrest's 
fallure to tale any advice, adminis- 
tratlve, Jegnl’ or finaricial, «before 
executing such an opreement, from 
fis fallure to report its existence 
and from the liter execution of the 
supplemental agreement. For the 
delegation of the power to grant im- 
migration documents or for the Issuc 
of permits for which there {3 ho 
statutory authority there can of 
course be no excuse, - The whole 
transaction: hns left on our minds a 
profoundly bad impression, and is, In 
our judgment, quite. indefensible. 

Recruitment of Staff 

A first advertisement Inserted In 
the local press, for which Mr Forrest 
was In no sense responsible, calls for 


unintelligent and {literate members: 


applications for the post of Assls- 
tant Immigration OMlcer at u salary 
of $450 per mensem (inclusive) and 
provides that applicants shall be Bri- 
{lsh subsects of pure European des- 
cent between the ages of 21 and 28 
and of a certain educational 
standard. 

We cannot refrain from the com- 
ment that thus to limit the field of 
noselectlon by excluding the great 
majority of possible Ideal candidates 
to whom the salary offered would ba 
# real inducement strikes us as hard- 
ly the most Ukely way to recruit 
a suitably Intelligent and impeccable 
staff, 

Ultimately 
laryely con 
senior and responsible posts are con- 
cerned, of Mr Forrest's own personal 
friends. We hasten to say that to 
the appointment of friends simplel- 
ter we-take no objections, and there 
is ‘no ground for suggesting that to 
any of his friends Mr Forrest ex- 
tended any preference in the depart- 
ment. 
the staff 
great dissatisfaction, 

Among the Europein Assistant 
Immigration OMicers are two whose 
short-comings have atready been 
reported to Government. When at 
the end of November, 1940, Mr 
Forrest applied to Government for 
covering upproval of the «uppoint- 
ments which he had made, he was 
instructed to dispense with the ser- 
vices of three of them as soon us 
possible. One was dismissed forth- 
with; the other two whose past re- 
cords will hardly bear close ex- 
amination ure still members of the 
Department. Further comment is 
surely unnecessary, 

Among others recruited by Mr 
Forrest are two whom the police,on 
food grounds, regard as shady char- 
acters and not respectable persons. 

Of the Chinese staff generally little 
that §s adverse can be sald.

Complaints of Discourtesy 

We have received and investigated 
a number of complaints containing 
ullegations of discourtesy shown: to 
members of ‘the public by Mr Forrest 
or members of his staff. . It fs only 
falr to say, however, that we also 
received a number of tributes to the 
invariable courtesy, .patlence and 
helpfulness extended to the writers 
on their visits to the Immigration 
OMce. To get this question in Sts 
proper perspective one must remem- 
ber the conditions under which Mr 
Forrest and his staff were working, 
in grossly inadequate accommoda- 
tion, surrounded by a clamorous 
mob of applicants, and at the beck 
und call of everyone in the building. 
Of all the complaints we received 
and investigated only three in-our 
opinion are sufficiently serious to 
make it impossible to explain them 
away by reference to the stiffness of 
the new machine or to the condi 
tions under which work had to be 
carried on. When we say this we 
do not mean that other complaints 


“with the enthusiasm of a convert,” |* 


were not well founded, but only that 
they evidence cither faults In the 
system which can easily be remedi- 
ed, or a momentary petulance which 
in the circumstances was almost ex- 
cusnble, 

The three exceptions were the 
“tnetless treatment” by Mr-Forrest of 
the Bank of Chinn and of Mr Ma 
Tsul Chiu, J.P., and “most scrious 
allegation,” made by Major, C. M. 
Manners and Mr W. J. Keswick re- 
gording Mr Forrest’s behaviour on 
board the s.s. President Monroe. 

It is unfortunate that Mr Keswick 
could not appear and be questioned 
by Mr Forrest. We have, however, 
no hesitation in accepting the 
evidence given that Mr Forrest, when 
oMclally visiting a ship flying - the 
American flog, showed bad temper 
and frritability, and on deck used 
langunge ond: gestures for which 
there can be no excuse. We are In- 
clined to the opinion that Mr For- 
rest nt that thme was so overworked 
nnd was so suffering from insomnia 
us to have lost that measure of self 
control which !s so essential in dcal- 
ing with the public, and perhaps par- 
ticularly so when deoling on a 
foreign ship with those of other races 
and natlonalitics, Mr Forrest's con- 
duct on this occasion may be palliat- 
ed by the considerations we have just 
mentioned, but it cannot be excused. 
It wan a-most regrettable hanoening. 

General Administration 
Under tha heading of the gencral 
administration of the department we 
took the opportunity, during Mr For- 
rest's iIncas, to visit the maln office 
at Mariria House, the passport and 
depoalt refund office and the depot at 
West Point. Even at that time, when

ebbing, there was a stendy alream of 
visitors and we were able to examine 
and test the system ‘from the first 
application for a permit form to the 
fesue of the compicted permit. The 
system, In spite of the extremely un- 
favourably surroundings’ in which {t 
had to be carried out, struck us as, 
essentinlly n good one, adequately 
anfegunrding Government property 
and pubile moneys and issuing per- 
mits to the public without avoidable 
delay. , 

In the carly days no doybt the 
system did not work so smoothly as 
Inter when the staf! had more ex- 
perlence and the -presure of 
work was less, but the system as In 
operation ‘when we visited the office 
appeared to be adequate, nnd we 
see no reason why the department 
should not have operated normally Sf 
only a proper accounting system jhad 
been Instituted; and perhaps, some- 
one na little less temperamental ‘than 
Mr Forrest had been in charge. 


Recommendations 

The Commission made the follow- 
ing) recommendations: Z 

‘Abolition of the Deposit System:

Mr Forrest at Fault in 

Three Matters 

Mr Forrest has been found by us 
to have been at fault In two major 
matters; and one minor matter, that 
of discourtesy and lack of tact. We 
refer to that as a minor matter only 
because we are satisficd that Mr 
Forrest Is normally a most courtcous 
and polite mun, that In very many of 
his dealings with.the public as Im 
migration Officer he displayed his 
usual politeness, patience and con- 
siderntion and that it was only oc- 
caslonally, and then, in part at least, 
because of ill-health and over-work, 
that he lost his temper and trans- 
gressed as we have found in an 
earlier paragraph, SOs og 

His Failure to Institute A 

Proper Financial System 

As regards the first of his two 
major faults, in our opinion Mr 
Forrest is not in himself to blame; 
hut rather the Government who ap- 
pointed hin Immigration Officer. 
We are satisfied that Mr Forrest ts 
lacking in business knowledge and in 
administrative and organizing abill- 
ties. Further he is possessed of a tem- 
perament which renders him entircly 
unsuitable to be placed in charge’ of 
n new department, with, its inevit- 
able worries and complexities, as he 
fs lacking in the qualities of dis- 
cipline and self-control, Mr Forrest 
has been in the service of Govern- 
ment for over twenty years und Gov- 
ernment must have been fully cog- 
nizant of his failings In these direc- 
tions, ‘ : 

His Disobedience to the. 
Anstructions of The - 
Governor In Council: 

For. his second fault no such excuse 
can be found. We entertain no doubt 
thnt he deliberately, to further his 
own ends and give his own pet, 
schemes o chance’ of proving their 
worth, disregarded the spirit of the 
instructions of the Governor in Coun- 
cil, and, by being a party to the 
supplemental agreement, did his best 
to render nugatory ony orders which 
he might be. glven when the cxis- 
tence of the agreement ‘with Kobza 
came to_light__ 

Mr Forrest Unfit to Be 

Head of Any Department 

Mr Forrest, in our opinion, has 
proved himself unfit for the position 
of hend of this, or of any other de- 
partment, ond we recommend that 
Government give the most careful 
consideration to the question of his 
retention in the public service. 

Unhelpful Attitude of 

Treasury And Secretariat 

Throughout the evidence we have 
been struck by.the unhelpful attltude 
towards Mr Forrest and his necds 
shown by some other departments 
and in particular by the Treasury 
and the Secretariat. Mr Forrest's 
evidence to us lays grent: stress on 
this point, and, in our opinion, 
rightly. The files which we have 
read, as well as the orai evidence 
taken by us, show a, marked incllna- 
tlon .to let things alone, hoping 
against hope, no doubt, that order 
would arise out‘of, chaos. There is 
a noticeable tendency to write mor- 
dant minutes compact of destructive 
criticism where a little practical con- 
structive advice would greatly hive 
ameliorated. things. Mr Pudney’s 
argument that because he has no 
disciplinary powers over other de- 
partments he is powerless to inter- 
vene docs not impress us, Kindness 
has always proved a more ~potent 
training force than the threat of 
punishment for both children and 
animals: it might with advantage be 
tried in the case of heads of govern- 
ment departments. ‘ 
Appointment of Special Officer 

If the man in tho strect is Iate In 
hia payment of war taxation or water 
rates Government has in force a most 
InsIstent ‘and effective follow-up 
system which very soon ensures pay- 
ment, If a rate-pnyer is ordered to 
abate a nuisance only a_very short 
time clapses before the Government 
department concerned calls on him 
and assures itself that the fecessary 
work has been woll done. Cannot 
something of ‘the same kind be done 
as regards Government departments? 
Tf there were on officer charged with 
the duty of scelng that orders given 
were punctually ond effectively car- 
ried out, Secretariat files would ceate 
to be, as are fo many of those we 
have had to read, a mere of 
calamity on calamity. We confident- 
ly recommend to Your Excellency tho 
Initlation of some such. innovation in 
the government of the Colony.
